* ROME (P-O) — The Catholic 
Church is undergoing a “reap- 
praisal” of its official attitude 
toward anti-Semitism and the 
Jews, according to the Rome 
correspondent of the London Jew- 
ish Chronicle. 

Twice in the past few weeks, 
the Vatican’s authoritative “Os- 
Bervatore Romano” has featured 
articles dealing with Jewish- 
Catholic relations and the import 
of both articles has been in the 
direction of better understanding 
and greater cooperation. 

The paper’s assistant editor— 
Professor Federico Alessandrini 
is the author of an article re- 
futing charges that there is any 
basis in Christianity for anti- 
Semitism. , 

Prof. Alessandrini’s argument 
is directed at an essay by Leon 
Poliakoy in the October issue of 
Unesco’s monthly magazine “Le 
Courier,” stating that the respon- 
sibility for anti-Jewish feeling 
€an be laid at the door of Chris- 
tian theology. 

The “Osservatore Romano” ar- 
ticle points out that the Chris- 
tian church teaches Christ died 
for che cause of universal bro- 
therhood. As a result of this, in 
the early centuries of the church, 
Christianity was persecuted by | 
antiSemitic racists, according to 
Prof. Alessandrini. 

When Hitler came to power, | 
Continues Alessandrini, Pope Pius 
XI issued an encyclical protest- 
ing vehemently against the Nazi 
race theories and asserting that 
human dignity is to be found 





in the awareness of belonging to 
& single great family—the hu- 
tian race,” 

“Osservatore Romano” states 
that churches of different Chris-

forms of anti-Semitism, even the 
merely verbal ones.” 

The second article of the Vati- 
can paper dealing with Jewish- 
Catholic relations, features a re- 
cent private audience granted by 
Pope John to 130 members of 
the United Jewish Appeal Study 
Mission. . 

The Jewish Chronicle, com- 
menting on the audience, says 
“The Pope’s gesture of good will 
was significant not only in itself 
but because it followed a number 
of previous indications which he 
has given during his occupancy 
of his high office, of a sincere 
desire to promote cordial rela- 
tions between the Catholic Church 
and World Jewry.” 

Recently, the Chronicle adds, 
there have been reports of the 
possibility for an invitation to 
Jewish observers to attend the 
forthcoming Ecumenical Council. 

The Chronicle deplores the fact 
that there is no consultative body 
representing Jewry on a world 
scale with which the Vatican 
could deal if an invitation really 
were to be issued to the Ecumen- 
ical Council meeting. 

“Meanwhile, however,” The 
Chronicle editorial continues, “ad- 
vantage should be taken of such 
organizations as already exist in 
which discussion could be con- 
tinueu between Jews and Catho- 
lics, 

“The Vatican authorities could 
help vy making a further gesture 
of good will in sanctioning the 
renewal of Catholic participation 
in the work of the Council of 
Christians and Jews in this coun- 
try. Their return to it at this 
juncture would be recognized 
everywhere as an earnest of their 
determination to cooperate in the 
cause of removing prejudice and

“By the early twenties,” the 
report continues, “the active pro- 
portion declines slightly.

At 
no time, Kinsey reported, did this 
outlet account for more than 7.5 
per cent of the total orgasms. 


Israeli females begin “petting” 
a bit later than the males, ac- 
cording to Dr. Klausner. Only 
one to three females have ex- 
perienced orgasm through pet- 
ting by the age of 17, while 
three-fourths have achieved or- 
gasm through petting by the age 
of 17 while three-fourths have 
echieved orgasm in this manner 
by the age of 21. 

“At age 17,” the report con- 
tinues, “only one in four is ac- 
tive, while at 21, two in three 
females engage in petting to 
orgasm. Those who are active, 
average about one experience a 
week during late adolescence. At 
this time it accounts for about 
a quarter of all orgasms experi- 
enced by females. Petting be- 
comes proportionately less im- 
portant in the total picture after 
this.”

fessional men who have been 
forced to flee Cuba in the wake 
of the Castro Government’s new 
economic policies. 

With the Government taking 
over most business operations 
and administering them on a so- 
cialistic basis, thousands of Jews 
have found their enterprises ex- 
propriated and have queued up 
here in Havana preparatory to 
seeking refuge in the United 
States. 

This has complicated the U. S. 
quota problem to the point where 
the Zionist bodies decided to step 
in and try to divert some of the 
traffic to Israel. 

Another development in the 
present exodus is the inability 
of the dwindling congregations 
of Jews remaining in Cuba to 
support the Synagogues from 
which, in many instances, the 
president, the Rabbi and the 


wealthy members have departed. 

This raises the likelihood that 
the synagogue buildings will be 
taken over by the Government 
since no buildings in the “new 
Cuba” are allowed to remain 
without use. 

Appeals to religious organiza- 
tions in the United States for 
Rabbis to administer Cuban con- 
gregations and for funds to aid 
in the support of the synagogues 
fell on deaf ears. 

It is emphasized by members 
of the Jewish communities still 
remaining in Cuba that the pre- 
sent exodus is not caused by any 
discriminatory practices levelled 
against the Jews by the Castro 
Government. 

These sources point out that 
the new economic policies have

CHICAGO (P-O) — George 
Lincoln Rockwell, by his own 
choosing, did not speak: here Sat- 
urday night as he had planned. 

Rockwell, fuhrer of the Amer- 
ican Nazi Party, who was sched- 
uled to speak at the College of 
Complexes,’ a near-North Side 
beatnik free-speech tavern, apol- 
ogized to a crowd of about 25 
persons, saying: “It might be 
too much of a risk for me to 
speak here tonight, 

“I don’t want any of my boys 
(storm troopers) hurt. There are 
a lot of hoodlums who are out 
to get me.” 

Rockwell was referring to a 
milling crowd, estimated at 200 
persons, waiting outside of the 
tavern trying to gain admittance. 

As a‘special detail of police 
escorted Rockwell through the 
tavern’s rear door, a spectator 
questioned his courage — or lack 
of it. 

“I’m not yellow,” said Rock- 
well as he fled. 

Slim Brundage, owner of the 
tavern, admitted that he was “re- 
lieved” that the facist speaker 
had left through the rear door. 

He tola The POST and OPIN- 
ION that “I didn’t want my place 
up for grabs.” 

Myron R. Graff, the State Com- 
»+mander of the Jewish War Vete- 
rans, said’ that “Rockwell has 
shown his true colors — yellow. 
He failed to make his promised 
talk in Chicago today, which con- 
sists of preaching treason, vio- 
lence and the overthrow of our 
great American system.”

Algerian Plan 
Alarms Jews 


The Jews of Algeria have be- 
come alarmed by Gereral de 
Gaulle’s latest Proposal for ad- 
justing the relations between 
that country and France, the Al- 
giers correspondent of The Lon- 
don Jewish Chronicle reports. 
The concern of the Algerian Jew- 
ish community was caused by 
de Gaulle’s speech in which he 
spoke of “the Moslem commu- 
ity and the Communaute Fran- 
caise de Souche (French in ort- 
gin).” While the Algerian Jews 
are now enjoying full French 
citizenship rights, they are not 
of French origin. Hence, they are 
wondering what their status 
would be if de Gaulle’s plan is 
put in operation. They are espe- 
cially worried because of the 
likelihood that in such an event 
the loose ties between France 
and Algeria would be swept aside 
by a tide of Arab nationalism 
and Islamic fanaticism, which 








could bode no good for the Jews.

.PARIS (P-O) — The Jews are 
accused of causing the failure 
of many small independent shops 
in France by a grocer whose 
charges are highlighted in an ar- 








His dad wants to be near him 
and so follows him back to the 
metropolis. 

Also, the man who fled the 
city nearly half a century ago, 
may have been in flight from 
poverty. He bought a pack, filled 
it with merchandise and peddled 
his wares through the country- 
side. He met and married a local 
girl, forsook the pack for a small 
shop, prospered, through a com- 
bination of frugality and smiling 
geniality, and now can afford to 
live where once he could not. 

Slanting an eye at the prob 
lem of the Jews who still inhabit 
the small towns, Perlman finds 
that the region where small town 
anti-Semitism is least prevalent, 
is the South. 

“Discrimination in country 
clubs, town clubs, civic and fra- 
ternal organizations is largely 
unheard of in Smalltown, South- 
land,” writes Perlman. “Indeed, 
in addition to often holding of- 
fice in such clubs, the smalltown 
Jew is not infrequently a ‘speak- 
er’ at the local Baptist or Meth- 
odist church. 

“Nor does this kind of integra- 
tion stop at 5 p.m. The Jew who 
is so inclined, is a welcome 
fourth hand at poker any eve- 
ning at the Elks and his wife is 
an equally welcome hen at the 
ubiquitous card parties. 

“Elective office, local or state, 
is not outside the bounds of reas- 
onable ambition. The sheltered 
northern Jew is a long, long way 
from this easy and natural ac- 
ceptance. Indeed, the very par- 
ochialism of religious fyndamen- 
talism, so disquieting to the cas- 
ual observer from the North, has 
its positive side. 

“‘We don’t abuse our Jewish 
folks,’ says the Southern Small- 
towner, “Oughtn’t nobody abuse 
them, ‘cause they’re here to save 
us’,”” 

Perlman finds, however, that 
the Smalltown Jew is sometimes 
subject te incidents arising from 
the “innocent ignorance of his

“They (the Jews) have created 
certain difficulties among us, 
Don’t ask me who ‘they’ are, the 
ones who are fighting us.

The article ‘highlights a ten. 
dency in certain quarters of 
French life to find a scapegoat 
for the incompetency of those 
who fail in business. Rather than 
admit their own inadequacy or 
shiftlessness or laziness the Zaik 
ures try to shift the blame onto 
the Jews. 


Such articles coming at a time 
when the International Anti« 
Semitc Conference was held in 
the French capital, have caused 
ecncern among members of the 
Jewish community. They have 
also stirred protests from nom 
Jewish Parisians who abhor this 
recurrence of race hatred ideals 
ized by the Nazi regime whicdi 
was destroyed at such a great 
cost to France in life and blood,

Then there was the incident 
of the man named Goldenson 
who saw 30 or 40 of his fellow 
smalltownsmen standing around 
a record player that was blasting 
out over Main street a denunck 
ation of Communists, Jews and 
Zionists as the real cause of the 
Supreme Court’s decision on de 
segregation.

Goldenson demanded of a neigh 
bor.

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Crusade by Jewish Women 


Opens Restaurant to Negroes 


| TUCSON, Ariz. (P-O)—A few 
ewish women in Tucson took 
the mantle of their Jewishness to 
heart and set out to make de- 
mocracy work for all people ra- 
ther than only those who are 
Mequal.” 

“The women are members of 
the Tucson Section of the Na- 
tional Council of Jewish Women 
and they visited every restaurant 
jn the city in an effort to knock 
gow.: the bars of prejudice which 
traditionally have discriminated 
against Negroes. 

Now, in 130 of Tucson’s 200 
restaurants, patrons are greeted 
by a sign that reads: “People of 
gil races and creeds are welcome, 
provided they conduct themselves 
fn a manner which will make 
this a pleasant place for all.” 


This is a stunning transforma- 











tion which perhaps can only be 
truly appreciated by those who 
knew the tenor of Tucson’s eat- 
ing places before these Jewish 
women enlightened them on the 
fundamental principles of the 
American way. 


! While here and there they met 
with arguments and some de- 
termined opposition, they per- 
sisted in their mission and finally 
had .o “throw in the towel” in 
the case of only 70 restaurants 
where prejudice was too deep- 
rooted and virulent to permit of 
reform. 


| The spearhead of enlighten- 
ment was led by Mrs. Sam L. 
Rich and Mrs. Berl Greenberg. 
They started out in 1958 with 
the backing of the Civil Liber- 
ties Committee, the Tucson Coun- 
cil of Churches, the Anti-Defa- 
mation League, the Tucson Coun- 
cil of Civic Unity and the Mayor’s 
Committee on Human Relations. 


' “In some cases,” said Mrs.

Most Florida Jews Prefer 
To Join Jewish Groups 


(Editor’s Note: This is the 

second in a series of articles 
on the Bayville Survey con- 
ducted in Dade County, Fior- 
ida, by the Jewish Floridian, 
to determine the attitudes of 
Jews toward their non-dew- 
ish neighbors.) 
. MIAMI (P-O) — Florida Jews 
are “joiners,” but the majority 
tend to join “all-Jewish” groups 
rather than non-sectarian groups, 
according to the findings of the 
Bayville Survey, as reported by 
Manheim Shapiro in The Jew- 
ish Floridian. 

The survey showed that at 
least three out of four belong 
to at least one Jewish organiza- 
tion,. while three out of five be- 
long to at least one non-sectarlan 
organization. ‘ 

“Thirty-three per cent of the 
men and 44 per cent of the wom- 
en reported belonging to no non- 
sectarian organization,” Shapiro 
said. “This seems to be accounted 
for by the fact that a large pro- 
portion of the non-sectarian 
groups reported by the men are 
business, trade and professional 
associations of various types. 

“Members of Reform congre- 
gations are more likely to be- 
long both to Jewish and non- 
sectarian groups than the mem- 
bers of either Conservative or 
Orthodox congregations. Those 
affiliated with Orthodox syna- 
gogues are least likely to belong 
to either Jewish or non-sectarian 
organizations. 

“About half of our respondents 
reported attending meetings of 
each of three different types of 
organizations — those which are 
synagogue-related, other Jewish 
organizations and non-sectarian 
organizations. Just about equal 
proportions (38 and 37 per cent) 
reported having been engaged in 
fund-raising efforts for Jewish

However, 
the main reason given is that 
the congress organizers, especia:- 
ly the Polish Jews in Israel who 
initiated the idea for the con- 
gress, did not consult Polish 
Jewish organizations, 

A clue to what is behind the 
reversal may be found in the 
complaint by the Executive Coun- 
cil that the organizing commit- 
tee for the congress consists 
mainly of “representatives of 
Zionist political parties.” 

What Polish Jews would like 
to have discussed at the con- 
gress, the statement of the Ex- 
ecutive says, is the question of 
Nazi revival in Germany and the 
re-arming of Germans who seek 
revenge. 

The reversal must have 
brought keen disappointment to 
the Jews of Poland who looked 
with eager anticipation to a con- 
tact with their fellow Jews ia 
Israel.

DETROIT (P-O) — Figures 
showing that almost $50,000,000 
js raised annually in the U. S. 
Jewish community by independ- 
ent fund-raising of national and 
jsraeli organizations apart from 
Jocal community drives were dis- 
cussed by the committee on mul- 
tiple appeals here. 

The session was part of the 
general assembly of the Council 
of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds. 

HEADING THE list was Ha- 
dassah with $7,500,000, but fol- 
lowed closely by Brandeis uni- 
versity with $6,400,000. The 
Brandeis figures are for actual 
cash raised. The total of cash 
and pledges in one year is 
$9,400,000. 

The next most sucessful drive 
was that of the medical school 
campaign of Yeshiva U., which 
totalled $4,500,000. 

THE JOINT Defense Appeal 
of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee and the. B’nai Brith Anti- 





Defamation League brought in 


$3,300,000, and the combined 
campaign of the Union of Amer- 
ican Hebrew Congregations and 
the Hebrew Union College- 
Jewish Institute of Religion 
$2,700,000. 

The Jewish National Fund was 
listed as raising $2,600,000 and 
the combined appeal of Conserv- 
ative congregations $2,100,000. 

THE HEBREW UNIVERSITY 
in Jerusalem and the Technion 
divided $3,800,000 between them 
for capital fund needs, while the 
TB agencies in Denver and Los 
Angeles and the City of Hope 
brought ina whopping $8,000,000. 

The B’nai_ Brith national 
youth service appeal was cred- 
ited with $2,000,000 and the Na 
tional Committee for Labor Is- 
rael $1,600,000. Pioneer Women 
with $1,200,000 and the America- 
Israel Cultural Foundation and

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Rabbi Deplores Concern With Form Rather Than The Essence of Judaism 


By MYRON SCHOEN 

“Our rabbi was opposed to 
bingo in our synagogue, but when 
I asked him why he didn’t come 
out against Monte Carlo Nite 
and card playing for money in 
the building, he said that he had 
to compromise 
somewhere for 
the good of the 
congregation.” 

“Our rabbi 
was. trained 
for the Ortho- 
dox, so he goes 
along with the 
older members 
of the congre- wt 
gation who Schoen 
lean towards the Orthodox. But, 
the younger couples consider this 
a Conservative center and arent 
happy.” 

“I don’t know about anything 
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. .. I like to see my hus- 
ene pray with a hat on.” 

“There’s something wrong . 
our children are taught to ob- 
serve kashruth in the school but 
We don’t keep kosher in the 
home and even serve ham. This 
must be very confusing to my 
children.” 

“I know what’s wrong with 
our synagogue ... it isnt’ run 
on a business-like basis. It’s got 
to be run like a good business.’ 

“Joan tells me that she joined 
the synagogue where she now 
lives in the suburbs and you 
know what? They pay $225 a 
year and they get everything for 
that . . . seats for the whole 
family for the High Holy Days, 
Sunday school and no Kol Nidre 
appeal!” 

FIVE COUPLES were discuss- 
ing their synagogue in my Pres- 
ence and all but one .were un- 
aware of my professional in- 
volvement in the administration 
of these. institutions. My eyes 
pleaded with my host and my 
wife not to reveal my back- 
ground, for I was gaining some 





valuable candid insights into the 
feelings and reactions of syna- 
gogue members. They co-oper- 
ated. 

As we parted, my host did 
reveal my professional interest 
in the discussion and remarked 
that I was probably “bursting” 
with the desire to enter into the 
fray. I assured them that it had 
been informative and that their 
problems were shared by many 
congregations, Conservative, Or- 
thodox and Reform. To my wife 
I later confided that the most 
disturbing factor was that the 
major concern expressed had to 
do with form and ritual, but 
where was a lack of real reli- 
gious concern. However, my wife, 
as she has done so often in the 
past, could see the bright side. 
“It is good to see that they were 
so concerned with their syna- 
gogue — without prompting 
from you, the professional!” 

My despair over the course of 
this conversation, the lack of real 
religious concern, is expressed 
more frequently these days and 
not alone by rabbis and profes- 
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sionals. An outstanding lay lead- 
er, Irving Jay Fain of Provi- 
dence, R. I., was elected presi- 
dent of Temple Beth-El last 
spring. He immediately sent a 
letter to his fellow congregants. 
It is a moving testimonial of his 
faith and devotion, as the open- 
ing paragraphs reveal: 

“LAST MONTH you elected 
me as your president. You did 
not ask me in advance for a 
statement of my philosophy and 
program. In effect :you bought 
‘a lamb ‘n a poke.’ 

‘It is an all too-common im- 
pression among congregations 
that the job of the board and of- 
ficers consists of handling the 
mechanics of the temple ... to 
collect the dues; and to repair the 
leaks in the roof. I believe, and 
I hope that you agree with me, 
that the job of your elected 
board and officers has to do with 
the substance of Judaism, the 
goal for which we keep the me- 
chanics going. 

“So let us ask ourselves: What 
is our goal? We see increasing 
activity in our congregation. The 
number of members is increas- 
ing. The number of children in 
school is increasing. The num- 
ber of organizational activities is 
increasing. Yes, the number of 
dollars in our budget is increas- 
ing. These increases are good 
and we rejoice. But, let us be- 
ware, lest we put our faith in 
numbers alone, and fall heir to 
the error of not distinguishing 
between institutionalism and the 
spirit of religion. 

“ISN’T IT THE job of our 
congregation to make us better 
Jews? To make this a better 





world to live in? Isn’t it the 
function of our spiritual leaderg 
and of the activities of this tem. 
Ple to make us aware of our re« 
ligious responsibilities so that we 
may live better lives, all day, 
every day. At this juncture, some 
of you will ask whether we 
should hope to accomplish during 
the next year what has not been 
accomplished in thousands of 
years by Moses and Micah. The 
answer is, of course, that it ig 
our job to try. Our progress in 
this direction cannot be counted 
or weighed. One cannot measure 
the influence of the rabbis and 
of our temple activities upon the 
thoughts and the deeds of the 
3,000 human beings in our cone 
gregational family. 

“We cannot segregate our Se 
cular life from our religious life, 
The professionalization of mod. 
ern life encourages the accept 
ance of the easy philosophy that 
the rabbis have responsibility for 
the religious life of the congre 
gation. Like doctors, lawyers, ac 
countants and almost everybody 
else, the spiritual leaders of our 
synagogues have become profes 
sionlized. But we cannot tut 
over our spiritual lives to our 
professional spiritual leaders in 
the way that we can turn over 
our medical or legal or account: 
ing responsibilities.” 

I have quoted from but one 
page of this stimulating letter, 
I hope that it has moved every, 
member of Mr. Fain’s congregas 
tion, for they are truly blessed 
in their leadership. It is to be 
hoped that more will concera 
themselves with the essence of 
Judaism rather than the form. 
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Irving Kane Joins Opposition

Kane asked what co-ordination 
could be achieved by such an 
agency, pointing out that in most 
fields of activity of the Jewish 
community such co-ordinating 
bodies were already operating ef- 
fectively. He said that not the 
least of these was his own Coun- 
cil of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds. 


DECLARING THAT previous 
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attempts to organize such a body 
had met with failure, Kane as. 
serted that “we cannot afford 
any more failures in American 
Jewish life.” 

Kane lined himself up with La- 
bel Katz, president of the B’nai 
B'rith, who several weeks ago 
(P-O, Oct. 21) expressed his op- 
position to such a development. 
Their views puts them in the 
same camp as the American Jew- 
ish Committee which long has 
been opposed to any overall Jew- 
ish community agency speaking 
authoritatively for American 
Jewry. 

In a frank analysis of fund- 
raising techniques in the Amer- 
ican Jewish community, the 
Cleveland Jewish leader asserted 
that fund-raisers had lost a sense 
of fitness of things. He said it 
was no longer necessary to scare 
our contributors, and deplored 
the fact that in fund-raising 
campaigns, the education pro- 
cess is lost. 

“What understanding,” he 
asked, “have we brought to our 
contributors?” 


He also blasted the practice of 
giving honors to Jews who know 
little and are not truly deserving 
as a fund-raising technique. 

Using as his approach what 





he called “creative discontent,” 
Kane asserted that we must be 
eternally vigilant against the 
tendency to restrict the decision- 
making process to a smaller and 
smaller group. 

He said his principal objective 
of his talk was that we ignore 
at our peril the changing char- 
acter of the American Jewish 
community. He prefaced this po- 
sition by insisting that the ques- 
tion of whether Jewish life could 
continue under freedom has 
been answered decisively. 

He cautioned against the ten- 
dency to soften the sharp edges 
of communal problems. He said 
that over-protection does not pro- 
duce self-reliant communities any 
more than it does self-reliant 
children.” 


Turning his attention to Is- 
rael, Kane ridiculed those who 
contend that the American Jew- 
ish community can be sustained 
culturally by importing it from 
Israel. He said he saw Israel as 
a force, a mighty force but he 
refused to concede that it was 
the central source of Jewish ex- 
istence. He said both the Amer- 
ican and the Israeli Jewish com- 
munities must lead creative lives 
and draw inspiration from one 
another.

Israel Parties To Receive 
Same Allications 


NEW YORK (P-O) — There 

is very little likelihood that 
American counterparts of those 
political parties whose construc- 
tive-funds have been dropped 
from UJA allocations, will run 
any kind of campaign of their 
owi in this country. 
_~ Reports indicate that at the 
last Actions Committee meet- 
ing of the Jewish Agency 
(world organization) which was 
attended by the 21 members 
of the newly formed Jewish 
Agency Inc. (American organ- 
ization), 2 compromise agree- 
ment was worked out. 

Under the old program, the 
great majority of American 
UJsJ£L funds, along with the 
monies that come in from sim- 
ilar apy -als in other countries, 
were allocated by the Jewish 
Agency directly to the institu- 
tions or settlements. All of 
these institutions and_settle- 


* ments are affiliated with one 


Israeli party or another. Be- 
sides these allocations, the 
agency also allocated monies 
directly to the constructive 
funds of the political parties 
to ._provide additional help to 
these same institutions and set- 
tlements which it was felt could 


best be aided by those parties 
because of the ideological and 
cultural nature of this: work. 

Under the new compromise, 
the Jewish Agency in Israel, 
which represents the Jewish 
Agency Inc. (new American 
group) will keep the American 
UJA funds separate and allo- 
cate those funds only to insti- 
tutions and settlements. 

They will however give the 
party constructive-funds fifty 
per cent of the amount the par- 
ties previously received but 
only out of funds coming from 
countries other than the United 
States. They will give the other 
fifty per cent directly to the 
institutions and _ settlements 
that were beneficiaries of the 
constructive-funds. This second 
halz will come from American 
UJA funds. 

Thus it comes out that the 
parties and their institutions 
will get 100 per cent of what 
the; received last year but 
American UJA funds will only 
be going directly to the insti- 
tutions and settlements in con- 
formity with the agreement 
worked out with representa- 
tives of the American Jewish 
Agency Inc. 
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~ ISRAELI POLITICAL PARTIES 


A news story in this issue recounts how the Israeli 
political parties which formerly received $2 million an- 
nually through funds raised by the United Jewish Appeal, 
now will receive this same amount, but from funds raised 
in countries other than the U. S. 


’ THIS WILL satisfy the complaints of those who criti- 
cised the United Jewish Appeal for permitting some of 
its funds to be channeled to welfare projects, but via the 
Israeli political parties. 

{f the procedure was objectionable before, it is still 
objectionable. But now, the United Jewish Appeal is out 
of the picture. 

The comments of The Jewish Chronicle of London, 
made about a month ago may be illuminating. 


MONEY FOR PARTIES 


Mr. Dewey Stone’s “clarification” of the plans for 
restoring financial aid in a modified form to the Israeli 
political parties gives rise to some concern. His claim 
that funds will be paid to party-run institutions—such 
as agricultural settlements, rehabilitation and medical 
facilities aiding immigrants, etc.—solely on the basis 
of services rendered to newcomers, does not remove the 
basic objection to such practices. The system by which 
these services are rendered and controlled by political 
parties is pernicious, and has a corrupting effect on Is- 
raeli life as well as leading to waste and duplication. 
It strengthens the hold of the parties over the immi- 
grants and other sections of the population, and per- 
mits continued patronage and the creation of unneces- 
sary posts for party proteges. Any institutions which 
can be run by political parties could be run at least 
as efficiently by central bodies of one kind or another. 
The objective of the reform of Jewish Agency spending 
introduced earlier this year was precisely to ensure this 
but, as was pointed out at the time in these columns, 
it remained to be seen how far the spirit of the new 
dispensation would be adhered to. Mr. Stone’s recent 
statement confirms the pessimism of that appraisal and 
points to the need for more active intervention on the 
part of Western Jewry, the donors, to ensure that these 
reforms are properly implemented. 






IT IS THE Jewish Agency in Jerusalem, an instru- 
ment of the World Zionist Organization, which now must 
be challenged by those who still object to the procedure 
of philanthropic funds being channeled through Israeli po- 
litical parties. 


SMALL CONGREGATIONS 


CONGREGATIONAL BIGNESS is a “cancer which is 
gnawing away at the very vitals of Jewish survival,” says 
Rabbi Emanuel Rackman, immediate past president of the 
Rabbinical Council of America (Orthodox). 

There have been a few instances in the American 
Jewish community where rabbis have purposefully limited 
their membership for the very reason that Rabbi Rack- 
man advances. 


BUT FOR EACH one of these, there are at least five 
hundred large congregations, which not only aren’t turning 
members away, but are conducting membership drives. 

The environment is stronger even than Jewish tra- 
dition. If the evil of bigness has not become ‘apparent as 
yet in Orthodox congregations, this is only because of the 
time lag. Modern orthodoxy, which can compete success- 
fully with Conservatism and Reform, came on the scene 
late, but is catching up quickly—accumulating all the evils 
of the other two wings of Judaism, from ornateness to 
exorbitant dues to high cost of participation in congrega- 
tional affairs, and so on. 


WITHOUT MALICE, we ask the question, in view 
of the fact that Rabbi Rackman set a limit of 200 families

ave? 
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JOE F. RUWITCH, president of the St. 
Louis Jev'ish Federation, made a most salient 
observation at the general assembly session in 
Detroit in which Dewey Stone was questioned 
on the reorganized Jewish Agency for Israel, 
Inc., of which he is chairman, 

The Jewish Agency for Israel, Inc., is the 
body which distributes the funds raised by 
the United Jewish Appeal. 

Ruwitch deplored what he called the break- 
down of communications which often placed 
him as he said, “in a most difficult position 
when questions are raised to which we aren’t 
supplied the answers.” 


HE WAS referring to such matters as 
the decision on allocations to Israeli political 
parties for their welfare projects, and the out- 
standing debts of the Jewish Agency in Jeru- 
salem. 

Ruwitch seemed satisfied with the answers 
he got, even when Dewey Stone admitted there 
were some things going on right then which 
the U. S. Jewish community isn’t being told, 
and when the amount of the debt owed by the 
Jewish Agency was told to the 500 or more 
delegates in the room, but put “off the record” 
to the press. 

Let’s see how ridiculous this 
record” procedure is. 

By now the 500 people in that room who 
were told the amount of the debt have multi- 
plied to 50,000. In another week, it will be 
500,000, and after that it will be practically 
everybody. 


WE HAVE A policy on “off the record” 
matters. 

No reporter for The POST and OPINION 
may accept any information off the record 
without first receiving permission from the 
editor. 

As for ourself, we normally refuse to ac- 
cept off-the-record information, and we rarely 
would go into a meeting knowing that an 
off-the-record cloture is going to. be imposed. 
It’s as simple as this. If a large meeting is 
going to be imparted some information, then 
this is not off the record, because everyone 
soon will know the information except us. We 
then are honor bound not to print it because 
we have to keep the news in confidence, and 
we are the only ones so tied. 

As to the amount of the Jewish Agency 
debt, it’s not so staggering, and we see no 
reason why our readers couldn’t be told the 
facts. They have a vight to know because they 
will be called on to meet these obligations. 


“off-the- 


BUT WHAT stopped us was when Dewey 
told the Jewish community leaders from all 
over the U. S. that there was information that 
at that very moment he was withholding be- 
cause, he intimated, it was too offficial to be 
made public. 

Now everyone knows that everything can’t 
be made public all the time. But the important 
question is where to draw the line. 

And the line must be drawn by those who 
have access to the information. 

But if these people have little.faith in the 
Jewish community, then there is a distinct 
tendency to make every decision in the same 
way—this is too confidential. 


ON ANOTH=R page in this paper, you 
will see information on how the Jewish Agency 
for Israel, Inc., the Stone group, has “solved” 
its problem of the annual allocations, up until 
this year totalling $2 million, to Israeli po- 
litical parties for their welfare work. 

This information was withheld from the 
general assembly of the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds although the 
question was a major one that was asked, 


and although it is clear that the decision was 
made in Israel almost two months ago, 

Some will disagree with the solution. We 
do. Others will approve—Charles Roth, our 
executive editor does. 


BUT OUR POINT is something else. Why 
doesn’t the U. S. Jewish community have a 
right to know? They give the money. 

‘The important sessions at the general as- 
sembly were the two at which the new Jewish 
Agency for Israel, Inc. and its operations were 
discussed and these ended in a complete vic- 
tory for Dewey Stone as chairman of the 
Jewish Agency for Israel, Inc. And even a 
personal victory. For what started out to be 
& sharp interrogation ended in a series of 
well-deserved spontaneous talks from the dele 
gates praising the Brockton Jew who has risen 
to the top role in the Jewish community. 

We personally have the highest regard 
for Dewey, but we have our differences of 
outlook and this is healthy. We are a more 
or less loyal opposition, and that is what we 
should be. 

So we are going to have to be resigned 
to the fact that the Council of Jewish Fed- 
erations and Welfare Funds, which heretofore, 
has been the last outpost of independent opin- 
ion, may be going the way of all national 
Jewish organizations. 


ON THE MATTER of the selection of the 
Committee of 21 (incidentally this is a better 
name for the Jewish Agency for Israel, Inc., 
and one that gives it the American title it 
deserves, since 20 of the 21 on the Committee 
are Americans) the promise was that these 
might, after the end of the current three-year 
contract, be chosen by the communities rather 
than be hand-picked. The delegates failed to 
remember that this very issue, was debated 
for months not alone on this page but by the 
officials of the Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds. 


On a second important question—that of 
American funds now going to the welfare 
projects of the Israeli political parties—the 
assurance that these projects would get no 
better or worse consideration than any other 
Israeli projeets aided by UJA funds seemed 
to have been accepted. Also we were told that 
these parties woud not launch campaigns for 
funds in the U. S. Jewish community in 1961. 
In other words, we were to believe that the 
tough Israeli parties which. were up in arms 
and all but ready to start their fund-raising 
drives in a matter of days were now willing 
to rest their fate on what decisions might be 
made as to the worthwhileness of their wel- 
fare projects by Isadore Lubin. Why these 
political parties did call off plans for drives 
in the U. S. may be read elsewhere in this 
issue. 


THE THIRD POINT—on the debt of the 
Jewish Agency—was an issue we ran into we 
didn’t know was being brought up in the U.S. 
The figures are not so formidable and we be- 
lieve that the U. S. Jewish community will 
react to then maturely and accept them as an 
obligation. These were monies borrowed to 
bring Jews to Israel when the UJA proceeds 
were insufficient. 


The Council of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds may be changing in character 
from a group which brought the National Com: 
munity Relations Advisory Council into exist- 
ence, and which created the Large Cities Budg: 
eting Conference to survey expenditures of 
U. S. Jewish organizations that go to the com 
munities for funds, to another national Jews 
ish organization with vested interests, We hope 
this comment is wrong. The CJFWF may be 
becoming mature. But we think we are right.

Our recognition of this respon- 
sibility is expressed in the state- 
ment of principles on _national- 
local relations adopted in 1953 
by the National Community Re- 
lations Council, holding that 
“Where the local Community Re- 
lations Council is representative 
of the community and involves 
the participation of the responsi- 
ble organized Jewish groups ir 
the local community or region, 
its primacy as the central body 
for local Jewish community rela- 
tions is recognized.” 

AS A MEMBER of the NCRAC 
we subscribe to that statement 
and our policy is to live up to it 

The difficulty arises in com- 
munities like Miami, where there 
isno Community Relations Coun- 
cil and, consequently, no repre- 
sentative body from whom to get 
“consent.” 

In Miami’s religion-in-the 
school case, leaders of the 
American Jewish Congress spent 
many long weeks of discussion 
with local organizations, with 
community leaders, rabbis, pro- 
fessionals and others.
